WASHINGTON, June 24 (/P) — Enactment of the Taft- 
Hartley labor law over President Truman'a veto brought dis- 
puted predictions today of a third party movement and pos- 
sible Republican loss of the organized labor vote. Senator 
Pepper, D., Fla., told a reporter he thinks "tremendous im- 
petus" was given the fledgling third party movement by the 
senate's 68 to 25 vote' yesterday smothering Mr. Truman's 
veto. 

"Political history has been written here," Pepper declared. 
"Congress has done more than Henry Wallace ever did to give 
lift to a third party. We have

(U.R)— Gen. Dwiffht D. Eisen- 
hower, army chief of staff, to- 
day accepted the presidency of 
Columbia university. 

He will take the post on his 
release from active army duty 
probably "in the first half of 
1948." 

Eisenhower issued a state- 
ment which said 

"With the approval of the 
President of the United States 
and the secretary of war, Gen- 
eral Eisenhower has today 
accepted the presidency of 
Columbia university, to be- 
come effective at such time as 
his official superiors may re- 
lease him from active duty in 
the army. 

"While this date cannot be 
accurately foreseen, it 
probable that with no radical 
change in the current outlook, 
it should be some time during 
the first half of 1948. 

According to an Associated 
Press dispatch, Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley is mentioned moat 
frequently aa General Eisen- 
hower's successor as army 
chief of staff.

witnesses called at the Inquest In- 
cluded the police officers Who In- 
veailgated Uie accident and de- 
scrltKd it to U\e Jury. They submit- 
ted photographs taken at the scene. 
Dr. Schow testified Uiat Mrs. Stand- 
was dead when ho arrived short- 
ly after the accident. 

Billy E. McVey, who operates a 
buAlneos near the crash scene, testi- 
fied he heard the crash, called the 
police, felt Mrs. siandlee's pulse and 
found she wss dead. 

Reed Lewis, sugar company ot- 
riclul, related that he was driving 
his car east near the crash scene at 
the time ot the accident, accom- 
panied by E. O. Vawdrey and Pres- 
ton Tllley.

HOPEFUL POSSIBILITIES 
As Secretary of State Marshall's new pro- 
posal for aid to Europe begisfl to take the 
shape of a plan It also begins to present some 
hopeful possibilities. The possibilities may be 
remote, and the hope may seem like undue 
optimism. Yet the proposal looks like the 
fresh approach that has been needed. 

Many evident difficulties atand in the way 
cf the pl&n's achievement. There Is the 
question ot getting the European nations to 
co-operate. There Is the problem of getting 
a fair and honest appraisal of Europe's needs 
that would gain the American government's 
approval without endless haggling. And 
there is also the probable difficulty of getting 
the approval of the American congress for 
the enormous dollar credits that would be 
Involved. 

But If all these things could be accomp- 
lished, two Important results might be at- 
tained beyond the avowed one of getting 
Europe back on Its feet. 
, The agreement of a uijited Europe on fun- 
damentals of domestic economy and trade 
might counteract some of the political dis- 
agreements of a badly disunited continent. 
Economic difficulties are'at the root of many. 
If not most, of the European countries' polit- 
ical dUf Icultles. 

Tho postwar physical disabilities of Eur- 
ope's economy cannot be remedied over- 
night. But th<! restoration of confidence and 
the' check of inflation which American aid 
might bring could scarcely fall to ease some 
of the rawest Irritations which torture Eur- 
ope at present. 

Another, also optimistic, result might be a 
better answer to the perpetual, discouraging 
problem of halting Russian expansion and 
rtstnring friendly relations. 

Does Russia want European recovery? 
Probably not, politically. The more Europe 
suffers from uncertainty and dissension, 
from high living costs and low living stand- 
ards, the Iwtter chance the Communists have 
to gain control. 

Would Ruula want control of' Europe in 
Iti present depressed state? That is doubt- 
ful. Russia has serious economic problems 
of her own. Control of Greece, Italy, Austria, 
Germany, and France would greatly intensi- 
thou problems. 
If the Soviet government participates In 
the proposed Marshall program it will prob- 
ably mean that Russia Is willing to abandon 
Its policy of expansion until non-Communist 
Xurope Is more of a bargain than It Is now. 
If Russia stays out she runs the risk of see- 
ing Europe recover its strength to a -point 
Where she might find It hard to sell com- 
munism. 

At any rate, the Marshall proposal gives 
promise of unified policy and positive action. 
Certainly it Is an improvement, even now, on 
hlt-or-mlsa loans made for political reasons, 
and futile protests made, for the record, 
against accomplished deeds which this gov- 
ernment is powerless to undo. 

If Mr. Marshall, with' Europe's help, can 
raise the issue of economic recovery above 
the level of politics, It will be a humane ac- 
tion which not only should strengthen 
Xurope but also Increase American prestige 
and advance the cause of peace and freedom. 

SENATE'S ACTION ON LABOR 
Just what Sen. Olcn Taylor of Idaho ac- 
oompllshed with hfs a-hour filibuster against 
the Taft-Hartley labor bill which the sonnte 
has now voted Into law over the President's 
veto, we and a lot of others would like to 
know. 

Offhand, we'd say it gave Senator Taylor 
a lot of free publiolty and most of the other 
members of the United States senate a pain 
In the neck. 

One can well imagine what a good many 
U. 8. senators thought of Taylor when he 
took It upon himself to make his grandstand 
play. Obviously, it was a great show for the 
benefit of labor which Taylor attempts to 
court and placate at every opportunity. 

It Is quite apparent that he was moklng the 
whole thing a personal matter, because in 
response to an Inquiry he said he would vote 
to lupport the President's veto even if he 
knew a majority of the American people were 
In favor of the labor control legislation. 

The voters In the Inat general election 
oemonitrated conclusively tholr proteU 
•Catnst the extremes being employed by 
labor. They were fed up with John L. Lewis, 
James 0. Petrlllo, and all the titrlkes which 
htd been working a hardship on the Amerl- 
«ui public, 

We wre Inclined to believe that Idaho Joln- 
•d Vlth All other itatcs In protesUng against 
tlMM Mtrwnes by labor. If so the people of 
pim^U may have another good reason to 
1flil9flfe'*y •"f Taylor to Wash- 
itM.<int place. 
_ Am been asking for just such action 
•..isnat* Iwa taken. It has gone

Mar Tackw WAR— In the event Of a war 
waged on the conventional basis, 
such as even the recent struggle. Moscow could and 
would push out frttn the outposts she has recently 
seised from the BaiUo to the Black sea almost over- 
night. 6he could probably overrun and occupy all 
of Europe within tliree weeks. 

Even assuming that the U. 8. retains a fairly large 
force in Qennany— a dubious assumption- we would 
probably be the victims of another Dunkirk, but on a 
larger scale. 

Our troops are and wUl continue to be fairly green, 
while Stslln maintains veterans behind the "Iron- 
curtaln"— the men who drove the wehrmacht from 
the suburbs of SUUngrad to the heart of Berlin. 

The battering of the red machine, together with 
behind-thB-Bcenes operations of his ffreatiy expanded 
"filth columns," would soon place his armies and 
air force* on a line extending, roughly, from the 
Baltic to Gibraltar and the Suez canal. 

In short, he could make Hitler look like a toy 
soldier I 

IMPOSING — SUUn would have no powerful Japan 
in his rear. The communist units In China, which 
have proved more than a match for Chiang Kai-shek's 
columns, would undoubtedly prevent Uie generalissimo 
from giving aid to the western nations In that 
sector. 

The kremlln dictator would have another valuable 
asset. It would be almost Impoaslble to prevent him 
from acquiring and operating the vast oil resources 
of the middle east and Saudi-Arabia. With India free 
and in turmoil, we would not be able to stop his 
encroachment In that strategic territory. 

He would have the manpower which Hitler lacked, 
for It Is estimated that hia recent and prospective 
acqulalUoni will add more than 100,000,000 to Russia's 
present population of ahnoat aoo.000,000. 

To match that Imposing array would take all the 
men, women and children of the U. S., Canada. Brit- 
ain, Germany. Spain and Italy, and at least the last 
four nations named would be under Stalin's military 
and central police control. 

ADVANTAGES— Hius, he would possess all the 
advantages on which the outcome of wars ulLlmalely 
depend— Interior lines of operations, manpower, oil 
and other national resources— a might; machine as 
ruthless as Hitler's. 

Finally, to the mUltarv men, the most significant 
fact In any analysis Is that Russia, like Oermany In 
the early stages of World war II, would be fighting 
entirely outside her own borderi, and utilizing the 
Industry, the labor and the agriculture of this far- 
flung area. 

ATOM— Against such a setup, not even the atom 
bomb would prove as effective as generally believed, 
in the opinion of military students, lliere Is also 
the consideration that, even In sheer desperation, the 
American people would be loath to let loose this 
weapon. > 

With the red forces spread throughout Europe, 
would wa drop nuclear mlaslles over friendly nations, 
especially qs they resented the destruction which our 
mass air raids caused only a few years ago? Drenching 
Russia would prove a formidable and tedious task, and 
might be largely an atomic war against women and 
children, for their fighting men would not be at home 
on the day or night of the atom's arrival. 

Thus, within a short time, the conflict would follow 
the pattern of the final stages of World war II, with 
no assurance that future Paltons could, first, land on 
a fortified Europe and, secondly, drive the enemy back 
to his homeland. 

FACTORS— Tlicse are the practical, technical and 
strategic factors which our topnotch military students 
advance (1) to disabuse the American people and 
congressmen of Ih'e Idea that Ruasln would be a "push- 
over," even in her present weakened sUte; <a) to 
emphaslte the need for establishment ot permanent 
peace under the aegis of the United Nations; and 
(3) the awliil necessity ot setting up an International 
system for effective control of atomic energy In peace 
and war time.

OUNTlieK GETS INHinC IDAHO 

Another disinterested writer has made the discovery 
that Idaho is a victim of ita own geography. John 
Ounther, dbtlngutahed author ot "Iiulde U. S. A." was 
struck by this singular situation when he compiled his 
brief chapter on Idaho and the northwent, He writes: 

"Idaho Is split acroKS Uio middle by the mountains, 
and the northern panhandle dlllera so drastically from 
the south Uiat It Is virtually two sUtes. It measures 
almost 700 miles from top to toe. There Is no direct 
north-Boulli railway, and to gel Inim Moscow, the 
unlverolty town In Uie north, to Uolne, the capital, by 
rail is qulle a Job, Tlie Journey taken 3] hours and you 
have to go by wsy ot botli Washington and Oregon. 
Idaho Is not a widely known state, and It has never 
esptollcd Its own post, which In truUi is romantic 
onoutih. nn ban Oatllornis, say, or New Mexico, Idaho, 
atMve nil Li toni between two oUier states; between the 
pull ol Washington In Uie north, that of UUh In the 
Boutli. Ilall ot Idaho belongs to Spokane, I heanl It 
said, anil the other haU belongs to the Mormon diurch. 

"Practically all local Issues are focuoed m the north- 
south spilt. The north U outnumbered by the south 
two to one, and hence ts at a grave disadvantage, 
which It tries to surmount by bargaining In the legis- 
lature; It rears being run by the richer south and 
wsnU to be lot stone. It cares very little for the poli- 
ticians In IloUe; It wants the same kind of develop- 
ment, particularly In Uilngs like public power, which 
WuAlilnglon has. One sUndlng <iuarrel has to da wltli 
the university. The old ]oke Is that Moscow. In the 
north, got Ihls InBtltulloii as part of a deal by which 
tliB itiite penltsntlary went to the aouttu . , ,"

Horch then was 
worth about $1,- 
000,000, amassed 
as a foreign ex- 
chsinge broker and 
■peculator. Rocr- 
ich.took hhn to 
Inspect his art 
school In unat- 
tractive quarters 
In a poor nelgh- 

vlted him and 
Mrs. Horch to back the school finan- 
cially. 

This testimony was given In court 
proceedings In New York In 103(1 
after Horch and Henry Wallace had 
broken with Rocrlch and while 
Roerlch was stlU in Asia coUeotlng 
gross seed for the department of ag- 
riculture at Wallace's request. 

Prom the testimony it appears 
that Horch was at once a zealot ol a 
religion which he did not under- 
stand and a fanatical adherent ot a 
Guru, or leader, but still a practical 
promoter. He put more than gl.lOO,- 
000 Into Roerlch's program, includ- 
ing the Lamasery on Riverside drive 
where the priests and priestesses of 
the cult were to enjoy free llvln; 
quarters for life and Into Roerlch's 
explorations In Tibet. 

He did this with hearty devotion 
to the philosophy of the old Guru, 
who has a countenance of oriental 
cast and affects Chinese dress. In 
one letter Introduced In evidence, he 
wrote that he and "Poorooma," 
which was his wife's mystical name, 
considered It "the greatest privilege 
and honpr" to pay |SOO,000 for some 
ot Roerlch's paintings. 

It was our Joy." he v/rote, "to be 
able to give, without a thought of 
ever receiving back the principal or 
Interest. It would take books and 
books to write in them what we 
received." 

But after he lost a great deal of 
money he arui Wallace fell out with 
Roerlch. Horch then -vent to court 
to get control of the Lamasery. A 
bitter fight ensued tjetween Horch 
and the faithful, 

'on the lawsuit. Even at the 
dlZElCEt height of hU infatuation, 
Horch was shrewd enough to advo- 
cate a publicity campaign to buUd up 
Roerlch ond himself in the public 
mind. He revealed a desire to t>e an 
Important fellow In culture and art. 

On Aug. 11, 1B42. he wrote to Roer- 
lch and Mme. Roerlch, as "my dear- 
est mother and father," remarking 
thot their standing had grown since 
the museum had been opened in 
their honor. 

'And now," he added, "If you take 
mo with you and Introduce me you 
can easily see what solidity and 
standing it will give me." 

On Dec. 8, 1039, from Paris, he 
wrote to fellow disciples In New 
York, criticizing an article about 
Roerlch and his cult in a musical 
publlcatl6n. 

"It was wrong," he wrote, "to say 
'exhibitions were civen by many of 
our pupils and one was given by 
Nicholas Roerlchl' Why not soy Tlie 
crowning event of the reason was an 
exhibition by HoerlchI' 

Always glorify the master Institu- 
tion ond our Guru. They must al- 
ways be spoken ot In the highest 
possible terms. II we don't speak In 
exalted terms about these creations 
of our beloved master, who wlllT" 

Then Horch added a not exces- 
sively subtle plug for L. L. Horch. 

"Instead ot L, L. Horch, financier 
ond prc.ildent," ho wrote, "put L. L, 
Horch, financier, man of big vUlon, 
etc., etc.. Is president ot the Inetl- 
tutlon." 

Hordi sBld a few days ago that he 



now had so little macejr that he 
really needed his govenunent salary 
as a regional chief ol the depart- 
ment of commerce. 

In ills tetUmotiT he uld, 1 was 
very much lnt«reat«d la art aiid 
culture all my Ufe" and Indicated 
thst this Interest was ctlmulat«d 
by his youthful studies In Maim- 
helm, Germany. He comes from Hew 
Orleans. 

His official personal record In the 
government flloa Indicates that he 
spent only a few childhood years In 
an institution In Mannheim called 
a high school. 

In 1S34, when Roerlch wob pre- 
paring to go to Mongolia and China 
for the department of agriculture, 
Horch had conversations with Roer- 
lch. In hla testimony two yean 
later he said "Roerlch expected to

Rescuers Search 
Stricken Siiip for

WILMINOTON. Calif., June 34 
{/PH-Through still smoldering debris 
and noxious fumes worlcers searched 
grimly today for more bodies In the 
charred, twisted bulk of the blasted 
tanker Markay. 

Pour already have Iwen recovered 
and nine men still are missing fol- 
lowing Sunday's terrific explosion 
ol nearly 3,000,000 gallons of fuel, 
which broke the veooel In two and 
caused heavy fire damage to nearby 
docks. 

First estimates placed the over-all 
damage at (10,000,000. 

Chief Engineer Jack Blms ex- 
pressed twlief that bodies of the 
nine missing men may tw In the 
midship section, which buckled in 
the explosion and sank, leaving only 
the bow and stem exposed. 

Coast guard officials meantime 
predicted a full scale Inquiry into 
the blast, which rocked and lighted 
the harbor for miles, would be made 
soon by a "major disaster" board 
of the merchant marine. 

After looking^ over the wreckage 
of the 11330 ton tanker. L. L. Llsh- 
man, port captain for Union Oil 
company, tald "it Is readily evident 
the explosion was touched oft far 
Inside the ship."
